Senator Capehart’s Bright Idea 


the prodding of Senator Estes Kelauver 
of Tennessee, the United States Senate recent- 
ly has shown concern over the extent to which or- 
ganized crime is preying on the citizenry. One ol 
its committees has heard the testimony of big-city 
mayors and others, and a focal point of their argu- 
ment has been that local enforcement of anti-gam- 
bling laws is kept to a minimum by the influence 
and wealth of organized crime. Specifically they 
pointed out the wire service on race results as one 
of the chief sources of the revenue which lends 
corrupting power to the underworld. 

The evidence provoked Indiana’s Senator Cape- 
hart to remark last week that the way to stop il- 
legal gambling is to stop the races. (“If you wipe 
out pari-mutuel betting, then you eliminate the 
whole thing.”) 

This moronic remark may be expected occa- 
sionally, but the usual source is a moron, not a 
United States senator. Whether it was the result of 
naivete, a wish to impress his constituency in non- 
racing Indiana, or a reduction-to-the-absurd care- 
fully planted by a skilful lobbyist, we leave to be 
judged by those who know the senator better than 
we do. Whatever the reason, he has succeeded in 
angering some people and contusing others. 

In the first place, the Federal Government lacks 
the power to stop racing, which is under the con- 
trol of the states—and the senator did not go so far 
as LO propose a constitutional amendment. Hence, 
whatever his motives, he was simply popping off. 

But this sort of irresponsible popping off is not 
entirely harmless. It is (1) damaging to the reputa- 
tion of racing, (2) thoroughly misleading, and (3) 
an evasion of the issue. “The issue in this case is 
organized crime. The revenue which comes from 
the wire service is one of the principal sources 
of revenue which enables the underworld to or- 
ganize from coast to coast for the purposes of 
thievery, intimidation, political corruption, mur- 
der, and assorted invasions of the rights of the peo- 
ple. ‘The organization will be weakened to what- 
ever extent its sources of revenue are taken away. 
But to stop racing would also take away the re- 
sources of numerous state governments, as well as 
those of individuals and corporations associated 
with a legal and reputable enterprise. 

Senator Capehart, in his calmer moments, 
must be quite aware that stopping racing would 
not stop commercialized gambling. It would sim- 


ply divert more millions into illegal, untaxed chan- 
nels. It would bring baseball and amateur sports 
into the foreground for betting purposes, and they 
already occupy a prominent position in this field. 
Racing, through vigilant policing, has remained 
relatively free of the corruption of underworld 
money, but other sports would find it extremely 
dificult, if not impossible, to set up such a protec- 
live system as racing has. And anyone who has 
ever walked through an established, well “protect- 
ed” gambling spot is quite aware of the tremen- 
dous amounts which the American public turns 
over to unpoliced slot machines, roulette tables, 
dice games, and other devices for separating fools 
from their money. 

It is a growing peculiarity of the America. 
mind that when the problem of crime-and-gambl- 
ing arises, it tends to look first in the direction of 
the race track. The path of this psychological 
stimulus is easy to follow. ‘The race track pertorce 
is out of doors and open to the public. Its opera- 
tion must be a matter of public record. It keeps 
within the law and pays taxes. It is there for all 
to see, and many are aware of race tracks without 
being aware of the more or less furtive gambling 
which provides the organized criminals of the 
country with most of their money. 

Racing itself has not always been guiltless of 
aiding the underworld, Some tracks have reached 
greedily for comeback money. Some have invited, 
or at least accepted, the financial support of known 
racketeers. Many horsemen have delended the 
wire service on the grounds that (1) it is not il- 
legal, (2) interference with it would be an abridge- 
ment of freedom of the press, and (3) it “keeps 
interest alive.” None olf these appears a reason 
valid enough to allow the gangsters of America to 
continue their practice of corrupting and hog-ty- 
ing local law enforcement agencies. A Federal bill 
to prohibit the interstate transmission of racing 
results and pay-ofl prices for gambling purposes 
need not infringe upon the right of established 
newspapers to receive and publish such informa- 
tion, or of radio stations to provide some informa- 
tion as to the results without reporting the pay-off 
immediately. 

If an attempt were made to prohibit the in- 
terstate transmission of racing odds altogether, so 
that they could not even be published in next day’s

The Wood) Memorial attracted a lot of notice. 
For one thing. it brought about the first meeting 
between the King Ranch’s Middleground 
I. Chenery’s Hill Prince. Both are headed for the 
Kentucky Derby. and both were among the  lead- 
ng 2-year-olds of 1919. (Middleground was at the 
lop of the Experimental Free Handicap. with 126 
pounds. and Hill) Prince and Oil Capitol were 
bracketed just pounds below him.) But. there 
was another angle to the Wood that interested the 


public even more than the prospect of a meeting 
between Hill Prince and Middleground: the ques- 
tion was, was Hill Prince's failure in the 
Experimental, in which he finished ninth, the re- 
sult of bad racing luck, or was he beyond his 
tether at farther than a mile? 

The sen of *Princequillo gave a decisive an- 
swer: he got off to a slow start, as usual, but he 
quickly picked up momentum, began to pass horses, 
gained the lead at the top of the stretch, reached 
the wire two lengths ahead of Middleground, and 
worked out 144) miles, the Derby distance, in 
2 :0236. 

In the mile-and-sixteenth Experimental. Hill 
Prince had a variety of bad luck, particularly 
when Guillotine put on the brakes and blocked 
him. In the Wood. a somewhat similar happening 
occurred, but the Virginia colt was the beneficiary 
this time: Alfred Vanderbilt's filly Next Move, 
which had essayed to win the Wood on the front 
end, tired on the far turn and drifted out. Ferd 
and Middleground, racing outside of her, to 
give ground, and an opening was left on the rail. 
More than enough reom was provided to let Hill 
Prinee advance on the inside, and Jockey Eddie 
Arearo, who needs signposts, sent the colt 
through the hole and into the lead. Middleground 
finished 1% lengths in front of Ferd. Next Move 
was fourth. 

Hill Prince thus assured his stable that he could 
handle the Derby distance, and he was loaded onto 
a car bound for Louisville. Middleground, which 
has been improving, also seemed to deserve a 
chance in the Derby, and it was expected that he 
would be shipped to Churchill Downs.

Arcaro Settles on Hill Prince; 
Bank Account Rated Five Stars 


New York 
The Wood Memorial, among other 


things, put Eddie Arcaro solidly on C. T. 
Chenery’s Hill Prince for the Derby. He 
had a choice—Hill Prince or Middle- 
ground—and he had until after the Wood 
to make up his mind. You may remember 
that Eddie picked wrong once—he took 
Devil Diver when he could have had Shut 
Out. At that, fm not entirely sure he 
picked the wrong horse, though of course 
it was wrong on Derby Day that year. 

There was a core of opinion that, in 
spite of the excuses offered for Hill Prince 
after the second section of the Experi- 
mental Handicap, a really good horse 
should have won over the difficulties. The 
netion here is that this opinion was un- 
sound. The motion pictures of the race 
substantiated Arcaro in every particular 
—Hill Prince stumbled the second stride 
out of the gate, he bounced off the rail 
in the middle of the last turn, and he ran 
into Guillotine like a wall. He had, in 
fact, no chance at all, and the race should 
not be considered in any estimation of his 
ability. 


He demonstrated this pretty definitely 
in the Wood, where he won by two ex- 
pedients. The most important was that he 
was the best horse, the other was that he 
saved ground every yard of the way. Al- 
most anybody but Arcaro, having been 
blocked on the inside in the first race, 
would have gone out to stay clear in the 
second. But not Master Edward. He some- 
times shows on the outside in an over- 
night race, or in a stakes where he’s sure 
he has the best horse. But when a mat- 
ter of $34,500 is looking for a new owner, 
he picks the shortest way home. 

Middleground ran almost as good a 
race, if net quite as good. He was on the 
outside, particularly through the stretch, 
and he must have run two lengths farther 
than the winner. That was the margin of 
victory, and the two still look very close 
together. 


FLASH. Keenest bit of speed around, 
through the first half of the Jamaica meet- 
ing, was E. M. O’Brien’s Bank Account, 
which apparently is very aptly named. 
She’s a dark bay filly by Shut Out, bred 
at Louisville by E. D. Axton, and sold in 
last fall’s Keeneland sales for $1.900. Her 
trainer, H. W. (Rube) Williams, used to 
be a polo player, and he’s been going 


remarkably well with the O’Brien horses 
for the last two seasons. 

Bank Account was out at the first avail- 
able opportunity this year, running in the 
first race on Jamaica’s opening day. She 
was in some early trouble and finished sec- 
ond to War Union, in a five-furlong race 
run in 1:00. She ran in another maiden 
race five days later and won it by four 
lengths in 1:0025, and Ted Atkinson had 
her pulled to a jog in the last few strides. 


Some mention was made of it in this 
space, and it didn’t jinx her, which sug- 
gests she has some quality. She came out 
a third time on April 19, and beat War 
Union by six lengths, with a half-dozen 
others trailing, and she ran the five fur- 
longs in :59%5,, the fastest time of the 
meeting. It doesn’t prove a great deal, 
of course, since the quality of her opposi- 
tion isn’t very clearly demonstrated. But 
it does prove that she was quite a bar- 
gain at $1,900. O’Brien had marked five 
stars on her page in the catalogue, was 
delighted when it was announced she was 
a cribber, for it cut the price. 


BLOOM. The Firenze Handicap stun- 
ned a few people who had made the high- 
weights, Nell K., Gaffery, and Lithe, the 
betting favorites in that order. There were 
five starters in the race which went off 
at 20 to 1 or better, and three of them 
came back in the first four places. Red 
Camelia, which won it, had finished last in 
her previous start here, the Correction 
Handicap, but that was at six furlongs. 
She was always close in the Firenze, and 
she came with a smart charge on the up- 
per turn. 

I had about decided that Roman Can- 
dle, which Alfred Vanderbilt bought last 
winter, better suited to Sagamore 
Farm than Jamaica, but she finished a 
good second, winning back about a fourth 
of her purchase price, and she might have 
won with better luck. Abbie Co, which 
forced the pace into the middle of the 
last turn and then finished last, stopped 
in front of Roman Candle and_ forced 
Doug Dodson to take up momentarily.

She came again when she was clear and 
made up a length on the winner in the 
last furlong, but it was too late. Gaffery 
made her run too late, too, but she had 
no troubles in the running. She’s a little 
nervous, and her trainer, Dick Handlen. 
says it upsets her to be shipped around. 


Anyway, I’ve often thought that a horse 
which lives at Belmont and is raced 
Jamaica would feel that something had 
gone wrong. 

Red Camelia is a fairly big. fairly lanky 
chestnut filly, with a multitude of small 
white spots all over her body. very much 
as if some one had shaken a few paint 
brushes over her. She had won the Ney 
Orleans Handicap earlier this year. after 
two fairly undistinguished seasons. 
apparently is one of those fillies—-Conni- 
ver was another—which do not reach thei 
full powers until their third season. May. 
be there would be more if they weren't 
usually put in the stud before they got 
a full chance.

RETURN. With her race on last Thurs- 
day. Fighting Fan. a 4-year-old filly which 
Warbern Stable bought from Julian Wal- 
den for $30.000 during the Florida season, 
ran her return on the investment to $11; 
260. You may remember that she was 
bought just before the Columbiana Handi: ) 
cap in February, and promptly won it for 
her new owner, beating Bewitch, which 
was giving her only eight pounds. She 
hadn’t won since, but she was third in the 
Correction Handicap behind Sweet Dream, 
a circumstance worth $1,500. She has thus| 
returned a litthe more than a third of her 
purchase price in two months, and since 
she is now a stakes winner her value as 
a broodmare is necessarily increased. 


Her win at Jamaica, six furlongs in 
1:1235 over a very bad track, was fairly 
hollow, because nothing could stay with 
her and the second horse Ochita, finished 
six lengths back.

But 
he was not started in any of the Triple Crown 
races. His only stakes win at three was the Saranac 
Handicap, in whieh he defeated Better Self and 
Ace Admiral. 

His seconds that year included the Survivor 
Stakes (beaten by Bovard), Wilson Stakes (Gallo- 
rette), Discovery Handicap (Better Self), and the 
Jerome Handicap (Coaltown). 

In 1949, at four, he was third in the Aque- 
duct Handicap, and second in the Louisville Han- 
dicap, a dead heat with Brownian. This latter 
race, run at Churchill Downs in November, was 
his last previous start before winning the Phoe- 
nix. He is the second stakes winner of 1950 for 
his sire, *Mahmoud, the sire of Oil Capitol, and 
others. 

The fact that Calumet Farm’s Theory and De 
Luxe were both scratched did not deter bettors, 
shivering in a cold wind that swept across the 
race track, from making Coaltown the favorite 
for the inaugural stakes of the Keeneland spring
